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Highlights 


In  1919  the  Irish  Poet  William  Butler  Yeats  asked 
rhetorically: 

"What  rude  beast,  his  hour  come  round  at  last, 
slouches  towards  Bethlehem  to  be  born?" 

In  a  sense,  he  had  the  answer  in  the  war  which  had 
just  ended:    mass,  impersonal  violence.    Death  falling 
from  the  air,  dropped  by  men  too  far  above  to  see 
the  effects  of  their  bombs.    Sentences  of  death  passed 
in  the  symbols  of  chemistry;  (CLCH2)S,  or  as  victims 
came  to  know  it,  mustard  gas. 

Little  has  changed  in  the  intervening  fifty-five  years. 
The  hardware  (as  we  euphemistically  call  the  things 
we  use  to  kill  people)  has  gotten  more  sophisticated. 
The  bombers  fly  a  little  higher  and  a  little  faster.    The 
computer  has  made  the  killing  a  little  more  efficient, 
and,  because  an  IBM  370  does  not  have  a  stomach  to 
heave  at  the  sight  of  blood,  a  little  easier. 

But  two  things  have  changed.    Violence  is  no  longer 
episodic  beginning  with  sternly  worded  ultimata 
and  ending  with  surrender.    And  it  is  no  longer  solely 
a  product  for  export  to  other  nations.    Now  it  is 
produced  for  domestic  consumption.    It  has  become 
a  contimuum  in  time  and  space;  an  environment,  so 
much  so  that  a  recent  poll  showed  that  most  Ameri- 
cans worry  as  much  about  violence  as  they  do  about 
the  economy. 


The  antithesis  of  violence  is  peace,  and  it  is  that, 
rather  than  the  ocean,  that  our  founder,  Lewis  Hill, 
was  thinking  of  when  he  named  us  Pacifica  Radio. 
But  barbarity  will  not  give  way  to  peace  simply  by 
being  ignored.    So  our  programming  this  month 
centers  around  the  theme  of  violence:  the  violence 
we  inflict  on  others  and  that  which  we  visit  on  our- 
selves.   On  Wednesday  evenings  we  will  be  featuring 
documentaries,  preceded  or  followed  by  telephone 
programs,  with  your  participation.    Please  check  the 
individual  listings,  and  call  us  at  877-2711  or 
984-2711  (area  code  213)  during  the  programs. 


1984 

in  a  November  projection  of  KPFK  programming  for 
the  month  of  January,  those  who  make  such  decisions 
decided  that  the  year's  first  31  days  would  be  given  to 
various  aspects  of  violence  within  our  society.    I  was 
asked  if  I  could  make  a  contribution  to  the  subject. 

Naturally,  one's  thoughts  turn  at  such  a  time  to  trun- 
cheons and  guns  and  bombs  and  midnight  raids  and 
all  the  psychological  paraphernalia  which  attend  the 
mounting  violence  of  our  era.       But  this  is  only  attention 
to  our  most  primal  fears,  those  which  stir  most  imme- 
diately.   What  of  the  future? 

With  this  in  mind,  I  suggested  a  reading  of  George 
Orwell's  I98t.    I  was  taken  up  quickly   -all  too 
quickly.    June  Foray,  that  actress  whom  all  of  us  in 
the  "audio  medium"  admire  beyond  expression,  a- 
greed  to  join  me  and  give  light  to  the  undertaking.    We 
hope  you'll  be  with  us  through  the  month  of  January 
as  we  try  to  do  justice  to  the  all-too-prescient  visions 
of  George  Orwell  in  the  KPFK  morning  reading. 


KI'Fk  FIR.^T  l\  LOS   I  \CF:LES  WITU  DOLBY  FM 

KPFK  90.7  FM,  Pacifica  Radio,  is  now  broadcasting  all 
programs  with  the  Dolby  "8"  noise  reduction  system, 
and  is  the  first  FM  station  in  Los  Angeles  to  do  so. 

The  Dolby  system  reduces  the  amount  of  background 
noise  received  on  FM  broadcasts,  resulting  in  a  greater 
dynamic  range  and  in  improved  reception  in  weak 
signal  areas.    Receivers  equipped  with  the  Dolby 
System  or  ad-on  Dolby  decoders  will  be  necessary  to 
take  full  advantage  of  this  system.    However,  because 
the  F;C.C.  requires  that  reduced  pre-amphasis  be  used 
whenever  Dolby  is  used,  KPFK's  broadcasts  will  still 
sound  normal  on  receivers  which  are  not  Dolby- 
equipped.

KPFK  considers  that  cultural  commitment  does 
not  end  with  on-air  presentations  but  extends  to 
a  serious  discussion  of  the  presence  of  the  arts 
in  our  lives.

Ram  Dass,  known  as  Rum  Dumm  by  his  father,  has 
an  avid  "following"  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
young  and  old  people  who  respond  to  and  identify 
with  his  multi-level  message  and  charming  candor. 
Always  trying  to  shine  through  his  image,  he  pre- 
sents an  unpretentious  fascinating,  and  particularly 
understandable  version  of  the  hodge  podge  of 
spiritual  data  we  are  bombarded  with  in  the  west. 

Recently  Ram  Dass  helped  give  birth  to  the  Haiiu- 
man  Foundation  (  Franklin  N.H.  03235)  to  aid  him

Temple,  and  dissemination  of  spiritual  educational 
materials.
